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¢ LITHUANIAN SHOE POLISH PRODUCER CELEBRATES ANNIVERSARY 

VILNIUS, August 24, ELTA - Alytaus Chemija Joint-Stock Company, Lithuania's only producer 
of colophony, turpentine and shoe polish will celebrate its 60th anniversary on August 26. The 
company has grown from 30 employees producing 100 tons of colophony and 30 tons of 
turpetine to 150 persons involved in production of shoe polish of various colours, diluents, 
colophony, turpentine, various chemical cleaning devices, etc. At present, the Company exports 
half of its production to Italy, the Baltics and CIS while some time ago as much as 70 per cent of 


the plant's shoe polish were used by the Soviet Army. 


+ LOST SAVINGS WILL BE COMPENSATED, LITHUANIAN PRIME MINISTER SAYS 

VILNIUS, Aug 31, BNS - The government of Lithuania hopes that payment of compensation to 
citizens who lost their bank deposits can begin before the end of- the year. Up to this point 
Lithuanians have lost 52 million litas in savings because of bank failures. Lithuanian prime 
minister Adolfas Slezevicius confirmed at a press conference on Thursday that the government 
was committed to the principle that lost deposits should be compensated. He said, however, that 
the extent of compensation and the time period over which it would be carried out were not yet 


determined.
